Attached is the report of the resent conference on the expleitation 
ef Japanese documents. In essence, the conference recommends an enlarged 
ephere of activity for the already succesaful joint Army-Hervy Washington 
Document Center, the merging of Pacific Military Intelligence Research 
Section and the translation ssetion of Op-l6-FE inte the Washington Docu- 
ment Center, and the establishment of an advanced echelon of the Hashing- 
ton Document Center in Japem under the Theater Decument Section (ATIS). 
These recommendations are concurred in here. 


There appears to be neo obstacle to the eerly establiahaent of the 
advanced echelon of the Washington Document Center in Japans It is 
believed that this sheuld be accomplished with the least possible delay. 


The aerging of the translation seotion of Op-~16-FE and PACKINGS 
inte en enlarged Washington Document Center is highly desirable. in 
view of the atringent limitations an the mumber of Army persennel author- 
ised for duty in the Military District of Washington =, the excellent 
facilities which exist at Camp Ritchie, Maryland, may I suggest that 
consideration be given to the establishnent of the enlarged Washington 
Document Center there? is you know, PACHIRS is at present located at 
Camp Ritehie, Maryland, which is about seventy-five miles frem Washington, 
near Gettysburg, Pennsylvania. 


it is plamed to cocrdinate the Japanese document requirements of 
interested civilian gevermment departzents sc that their interests may 
sleo be served by the advanced echelon of the fashington Document Center. 
This arrangement should go far in preventing a confused document situation 
Like that which arese in Europe as a result of the independent action of 
many agencies. 
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Your reaction to the recommendations of the conference will be 
wery much appreciated, Iseplementing action here will be withheld 
until full ecordination with your office is effected.
